MOTION/RECOMMENDATION:
Approve and authorize the Chairman to execute the submittal of a grant for the Sheriff’s Office 
for COPS 2008 Child Sexual Predator Program.

BACKGROUND:
The Seminole County Sheriff’s Office has been selected by the Office of Community Oriented 
Policing Services (COPS) to apply for grant funding under the COPS 2008 Child Sexual 
Predator Program (CSPP).  CSPP provides funding directly to law enforcement Agencies to 
reduce child endangerment.  This grant will allow the Sheriff’s Office the opportunity to 
enhance its strategy to locate, arrest and prosecute child sexual predators and exploiters as 
well as enforce state sex offender registration laws.   Funding in the amount of $499,935 is 
being requested to be utilized for technology, software, training, and overtime for increased 
aggressive management and active monitoring of sexual offenders and predators.  There is no
required match.

Staff recommends that the Chairman execute the submittal of a grant for the Sheriff's Office 
for COPS 2008 Child Sexual Predator Program.

$499,935 to enhance its strategy in response to crimes against children.  This funding 
will be utilized for technology, software, training, and overtime for increased aggressive 
management and active monitoring of sexual offenders and predators.  There is no 
required match.
